FBEKOMT, O., June 25.—Mr& Hayee, 
the wife of ex-President Hayes, died at 
her home in this city a 6 .o'clock tUs 
morning. 


She had not spoken a word since she 
was stricken with paralysis, last Friday 
afternoon. 
She rallied sightly yester- 
day afternoon but became worse again 
about 7 o'clock in the evening and con- 
tinued to sink gradually until dissolu- 
tion occurred this morning. 
At the re- 
quest of General Hayes a prayer service 
was held at the bedside about 12 o'clock 
last night. 


The family, Mrs. Mitchell, of Colum- 
bus, Mrs. Huntington, Miss Lu<7 Ket- 
ler, and Mrs. H. A. Miller, were at her 
bedside. 


The entire city is in mourning and 
flags are at half mast. Arrangements for 
the funeral have not yet been completed. 
Telegrams of condolence have been re- 
ceived from many friei^ds, among them 
President and Mrs. Harrison. 


SKBTOH OF HEB U F E . 


Lucy Ware Hayes was a daughter of 
Dr. Isaac Webb. 
She was bom at 
Chillicothe, Ohio, in 1833. Her father, 
when quite young, served in the war of 
1812 as a member of the Kentucky 
mounted riflemen. 


Mrs. Hayes' well known earnestness 
of conviction with regard to the subject 
of temperance was inherited from her 
maternal grandfather. 
The inherent 
feeling was fostered throughout her 
school days, both during the six years 
of her education in Delaware and later 
in the Weslejian female seminaty in 
Cincinnati, where she completed her 
school course and was graduated. 


It shaped simply and naturally the 
ways of her home life, the manner of 
her hospitidities and her custom in so- 
ciety while she moved through them all 
as the wife of a private citizen, a union 
general, a member of congress, a gov- 
enor of her native state, and president of 
the United States.

Tbe Saloonfceepeiti Who Were Be- 
flaeed a f^icenae Will Plead

Mayor Harding not long ago refused 
to grant licenses to Saloonkeepers Trivel- 
bee and Cteistoffer, one of whom runs 
the notorious place known as the "Boot 
ack Saloon." 
The mayor refused on 
the grounds that the applicants were 
improper persons to conduct the plfMies 
named. 
The saloonkeepers were wroth 
to such an extent that they asked for 
the privilege of introducing into the 
council to-night evidence of such a na- 
ture that their cases can be reconsidered 
and the desired licenses granted. 
They 
have retained as their attorneys J. M. 
Barrett and P. B. Colerick. 


The council will, therefore, probably 
pass an amendment and hear the evi- 
dent». 


"If the council's former action of re- 
fusal is made effective," said City Attor- 
ney Colerick, this morning, 
"there 
will no doubt be In tiie neighborhood of 
fifty more licenses refused by the mayor 
and council on the grounds that the ap- 
plicants are improper persons to con- 
duct the saloon business."

Dr. Charles Stemen, a graduate of the 
Fort Wayne Medical college, and a son 
of Dr. C. B. Stemen, of this city, went 
to Kansas City not long ago, to locate. 
He was recently appointed surgeon of 
police in that city. 
A few nights ago 
the young doctor had a call, stating that 
it was an urgent necessity that the phy- 
sician hurry to the scene where a man 
lay wounded. 


Dr. Stemen followed the man into an 
old trap of a hou80 and up a dingy stair- 
way, where an attempt was made to 
murder and )x>b him. 
He received a 
stinging blow on the head, and as he 
fell over he fired a shot into the midst 
of the robbers who surrounded him. 
Neighbors 
arrived and 
the fellows 
skipped without their booty. 


Tbe place to which the doctor was de- 
coyed proved to be a rendevouz wliere 
crime had frequently been committed. 
It was a narrow escape, and when the 
young doctor iurives in the city in a fe^ 
days he will relate it more completely.

THE WOMAN'S ORIMB. 


Mrs. Whiteling was executed in expi- 
afion of one of the most horrible crimes 
this city has ever known. 
On March 
20, her husband, John Whitefing, died 
from what the doctor called inflama- 
tion of the bowels. 
On April 25, her 
daughter, Bçrtha, aged nine yearn, died 
from "gastric fever," and on May 26, 
her little son, Willie, aged two years, 
succumbed to ^."congestion of the bow- 
els." 


There was an insurance on the lives 
of each ranging from $200 down to $50, 
and the coroner accidentally heard of the 
deaths, and becoming suspicious had the 
bodies exhumed and a chemical analysis 
of all the intestines. 
In aU three bo^es 
ajsenic was found. Mrs. Whitling at 
first denied all knowledge of the crime, 
bur finally confessed that shed had 
poisoned her husband and children with 
rat poison. 


She had summoned a doctor but had 
not administered his prescription. 
She 
said she had killed Bertha because she 
was "afraid that she would become a 
bad woman when she gre^ up," and 
she killed Willie because "he was in the 
way." It is believed, however, that she 
killed them for the insurance on their 
lives. 


BED KOSE HIKE. 


WUiKESBABBE, Pa., June 25.—Bed 
Nose Mike was hanged at 10 o'clock. 
There was nothing of a sensational 
nature in connection with the execution. 
The body was cut down at 10:18 a. m. 


HIKE'S CBIHE. 
The crime for which Michael Bizzel- 
lo was executed, took place in the 
Wilkesbarre mountains on Friday, Oct. 
19th, 1888. 
Contractor McEadden, of 
Philadelphia, was building a section of 
the new Lehigh Valley railroad, and 
had in his employ about 150 Italians. 
Michael Bizzello, alias Bed Nose Mike, 
was a leader among them, and with two 
companions he murdered the paymaster 
and another man in the mountains and 
took from them $12,000 that they were 
taking to the works for the purpose of 
paying off the men.

The Little river ditch contract will be 
completed one day this 
week, 
the 
dredge doing its lafit work near Hunt- 
ington. 


This vast enterprise cost $137,017.74, 
these figures being exact 


Boltz & Derheimer, the contractors, 
begun work on the Little Biver ditch in 
Jtdy, 1887. 
They claim to have made 
about $50,000 on the digging and to 
have lost $40,000 on the stone blasting. 


They say there was not enough money 
in the job. 
Those who were assessed 
think differently. 
• Eighteen thousand acres that were 
cont|§ually submerged have been re- 
claimed; 17,000 acres that are arable 
only in the driest season have been made 
tillable, and 50,000 other acres of upland 
have been beneficially effected. 
Forty-, 
four miles of ditches and canals have 
also been constructed, besides three 
miles of excavation through the sol^ 
limestone ledge that shuts off the water 
from Little river, which is a branch of 
the upper Wabash. 
The water in the 
vast b a ^ has fallen over eight feet, and 
the fullest success of the undertaking is 
not doubted. 
Many fine farms have 
been cut out of the swamp, and hun- 
dreds of acres have been planted in 
corn, rye, and other crops, from which 
most excellent returns are expected.

SAN FBANCISCO, June 25.—For a debt 
of $15 which he could not pay, Fung 
Hoy, a Chinese ^ k , was butchered by 
tbree highbinders late Sunday night in 
a street of Chinatown. 
Hoy borrowed 
the money on the Chinese New Year to 
square his accounts. 
Sunday afternoon 
Tom Poy^who loaned it, denianded his 
money. 
Hoy could not pay and Tom 
threatened vengeance. 
He engaged 
two highbinders and the three fell upon 
Hoy with hatchets and knives and left 
him mangled and dying on the sidewalk. 
When the victim was ti^en to the hos- 
piti^ it was found that he had fourteen 
wounds, of which any one of the six on 
his head would cause death. There were 
gashes on the shoulders in which a 
man's hand could be laid, while Hoy's 
left hand, which he raised as a guard, 
was cut to pieces. 
Two new hatchets 
with razor edges were found beside him. 
He died as the surgeons finished their 
examination. 
Two of the murderers 
are arrested and the third is known.

Auditor Bruce Carr has returned from 
New York, where he and Treasurer 
Lemcke have been peddling the new 
school fund bonds the past week. 
"We 
have succeeded in peddling $2,750,00d 
of bonds," said Mr. Carr, "and are al 
most assured that the whole will be taken 
in abouji two weeks. We placed our 
price and do not propose to sell the 
bonds for any less than the stated sum, 
as the state's credit is of the best, and 
we db not wish to injure the good name 
she has now. 
We could have no trouble 
whatever at placing the bonds at par, 
but we preferred to await until money 
was a little freer. The savings 
b a n ^ 
are, many of them, a little hard up for 
surplus cash, but will have plenty in a 
short time. I have just received a tele- 
gram from Captain Lemcke stating he 
was negotiating with two gentlemen and 
hopes to place a good sum with them. 
It is true that Moller & Co. did all in 
their power to injure us, we hearing of 
of them three or four times each day, 
still all their talking did little harm, and 
in some cases even bettered our chances. 
The money already out is about 72 per 
cent, of the whole, and if the remainder 
is not placed an apportionment to the 
counties will be made on this basis."
